Subject: —Import policy for Newsprint — White Printing Paper ( excluding laid 
marked paper) which contains mechanical wood pulp amounting to 
not less than 70% of the fibre contents S. No. 44/V —for the year 
April, 1965-— March, 1966. 

No. 96-ITC(PN)/65. —Attention of the Importers is invited to Ministry of 
Commerce Public Notice No. 28-ITC(PN)/65 dated the 21st April, 1965 in which 
Import Policy for Newsprint—White printing paper (excluding laid marked 
paper) which contains mechanical wood pulp amounting to not less than 70% uf 
the fibre contents—S. No. 447V—for the year April 1965—March 1966 was an¬ 
nounced. 

2. On a review of the position it has been decided that the licences issued for 
Newsprint falling under S. No. 44/V of the I.T.C, Schedule will also be valid 
for import of water lined newsprint provided it contains mechanical wood pulp- 
amounting to not less than 70% of the fibre contents and it3 weight is not less 
than 50 grammes per square metre. The following remark may, therefore, be 
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deemed to have been added as remark 20 in Annexure I to the Ministry of 
Commerce Public Notice No 28-ITC(PN)/65 dated the 21st April, 1965: — 

"20. Licences issued for Newsprint will also be valid for import of water- 
lined newsprint provided it contains mechanical wood pulp amount¬ 
ing to not less than 70% of the fibre contents and its weight is not 
less than 50 grammes per square metre”. 


Subject :—import of goods from U.S.A. under AID Loans —Submission of re- 

f iorts regarding claims arising out of supply of defective goods, short- 
andlngs, damages etc., preferred on suppliers/steamer companies/ 
insurance companies. 

No. 91-ITC(PN)/65. —Attention of Importers is invited to the Public Notices 
No. 74-ITC(PN)/62 dated the 26th June, 1962, No, 62-TTC(PN)/63 dated the 21st 
June 1903, No. 52-ITC(PN)/64 dated the 24th June 1964 and No. 27-ITC (PN) /65 
dated the 14th April, 1905 governing import licences issued under United States. 
AID Loans. Clauses (xii)/(xvi)/(xvi) and (xvii), respectively, of the Appen¬ 
dix to the above said Public i.Otices stipulate, inter alia, that, Immediately upon 
the settlement of a claim arising out of supply of defective goods, shorilan dings, 
damages etc., the importer should notify the Department of Industry (AID Sec¬ 
tion) , all the details of such payments and also furnish a certificate from the 
concerned Indian Bank that the necessary foreign exchange earned in connection 
with the settlement of the claim has been received in India. A copy of the report 
sent to the Department of Industry and a copy of the certificate of Indian Bank 
is also required to be sent to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs, Economic Aid Accounts Section, New Delhi. In addition, a ciuarterly 
statement in the prescribed form in respect of all claims, preferred (whether 
settled or not) is to be furnished to the Department of Industry (AID Section), 
Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi. 

2. It has come to notice that importers have, on several occasions, foiled to- 
comply with the above conditions. In particular, the settlement of a claim, along 
with the Bank's certificate as laid down, has not always been notified to the 
Department of Industry (AID Section). Importers are, therefore, requested to 
ensure that fi) details of all claims settled are reported to the Department of 
Industry (AID Section), New Delhi with the relevant bank-certificate in support 
under intimation to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, 
Economic Aid Accounts Section, New Delhi and (ii) a auarterly statement in 
the prescribed form in respect of all claims preferred (whether settled or not) 
is submitted to the Department of Industry (AID Section), New Delhi.
